N otw ithstanding 
the ir desire for im provem ents people 
a re generally averse to taxation.

yet, as in the case of our special tax 
levy for hard roads, when

anent and appreciable benefit, is appre 
bended, we are all w illing to bear our 
sha re of present, burdens. A fine city hal I 
would I>•- a very d esirable acquisition, 
and would, in addition to other conven­ 
ience s, atYord room for the free public 
library which thro ug h the efforts of 
public-spirited citizens we are going to 
have; but a city hall is not a present 
necessity, and the in terest on its cost 
would be 
far g re a te r than 
the ex 
penses incurred from lin k of it.

this and many o the r im provem ents are 
attain able, in time, if we are willing to 
<lo a» a city, what every young man 
does as an individual when 
m aking 
provision for the future comforts of a

miglit at the end of t wenty years ae- 
« ,ulre the plant by purchase, upon giv­ 
ing six m onths notice of its intention, 
provision being m ade in the franchise 
for e« | uitable \ aUiatiou of property, etc 
T he re are eig ht years before t he city can 
purchase the w ater works if it should 


c h o o s e to do so; but in ease it should 


ho choose, it is non« ' t*to soon t o m ake 
preparations with t ha t object in vi« « w. 
» if course wc could not purchase the 
w ater works w ithout heavily bonding 
the city.

would go far tow ard paying the run­ 
ning expenses of tin* city, m aterially 
lightening the burden of e\ ory tax-pay-

W ith the w ater works under its 
own control the city could reduce w ater 
rat« -» to private consumers, pay running 
expenses of th« * plant, build a new city 
hall, aryd still !>«• gradually reducing 
its bonded indebted no» s. 
Lot this rnat- 
t *r receive the a tte n tio n its importune« ' 
demands. 
Indeed there Ib so m uch to 
be said in favor of the proposition that 
the city should own its w ater works, 
tha t we leave the details of the propo­ 
sition for future rem arks.
